There were living In 
the bouee at the time three persons be¬ 
sides the victim—Rebecca Ainsworth, 
the antiquary'* maiden s i ster, a spin¬ 
ster of Ofty years; an old butler and a 
amid servant.

Rapping two or throe 
times and receiving no reply, she open¬ 
ed the door and wns so alarmed at 
what she saw that she nttered the cry 
which startled the servants. 

Mr. Ainsworth had been stabbed by 
A dagger, one of a set of oriental weap¬ 
ons he bad collected while on a tour of 
the east. The murderer must have 
teen In the library to have obtained It. 
•ad to the library we aecordlngly went. 

It was a high, oak paneled chamber. 
«*»ty called a library by courtesy. 

There were a few bonks In evidence, 
but most of the spaee was tilled with 
WunU-rful aud curious objects, (in a 
■mail table In an alcove were several 
•bulls labeled and ticketed, mnrking 
•very stage In evolution, from the cra¬ 
nium of a Patagonian to that of a fa¬ 
mous scholar.

In that 
moment I held tbe solution of the Ains¬ 
worth mystery. Self hypnotised, tbe 
fakir had outdone the marvels of his 
occult brethren of tbe east and bad

This cams to ta« la a flash of Intui¬ 
tion. for ere I could rise to defend my¬ 
self I felt a keen stinging In my shoul¬ 
der and foU to tbe floor unconscious. 

I catne out of this swoon to find my¬ 
self In bed. with tbe village doctor and 
Miss Ainsworth by my aide. I then 
learned that I bad sustained a flesh 
wound only. Concerning tbe manner 
of my injury I maintained a discreet 
alienee, for I felt that my story would 
not be believed. 

When able to dress I descended to 
tbe library, where the domestic# were 
setting things to right under the super¬ 
vision of Mia# Ainsworth. Not a sign 
of life coaid I detect in tbe Hindoo fa¬ 
kir, though there was a smear of blood 
ou hia hideous mouth. I tapped him 
gently, and a metallic ring waa tbe re¬ 
ply. Clearly he was able to maintain 
his petrified condition. 

As soon as the servants left the room 
I told Miss Ainsworth my experiences 
during the night. As I had expected, 
she w-as at first Incredulous, but I suc¬ 
ceeded at length fn convincing her of 
the truth of my statements. When I 
assured her that with the passing of 
the petrified man all danger would l>e 
at an end and showed her how the 
murderer of her brother was beyond 
the pale of the law she gave her con¬ 
sent to summary vengeance.

will continue to be published ou Satur¬ 
days once a fortnight, ready to be de¬ 
livered at Teu a Clock, to Country Sub¬ 
scribers. Advertisement* are taken In 
by tbe Printer hereof, or by Mr. Loola 
Tlmotbee. Language Master, wbo trans¬ 
lates them.” 

In undertaking tbla new enterprise 
Franklin expected to secure a liberal 
support from tbe German population of 
tbe province, for whom be bad been 
doing considerable priutlng. but tn this 
be was disappointed, aud tbe publica¬ 
tion of tbe Xeltung was discontinued 
after a few uumbera bad been Issued.
